DEGENERACY OF THE BAPTISTS. 


It appears that the Baptists, like 
all other sects, have left the sim- 
plicity of the Gospel, and are now 

uilding up the things they once 
laboured to destroy. They for- 
merly maintaineda Scriptural tes- 
timony against the evils and abu- 
ses which crept into the various 
churches in Christendom ; at one 
period, they thought that God 
alone was able to call and qualify 
men to preach the Gospel, without 
the aid of human science, or lite- 
rature ; neither did they seek the 
applause of their brethren, or of an 
ungodly world. Titles of honour 
such as Reverend, and Doctor of 
Divinity they disclaimed against, 
as the relics of popery. They 
relied not,upon money, or great 
and popular schemes to convert 
mankind. But how has this peo- 
ple, (or rather, their successors,) 
become changed ? How different 
the course they pursue in the pre- 
sent day ? In all these respects 
they now imitate other societies. 
Their ministers must be learned 
and eloquent; meeting houses 
fine and splendid ; these are unde- 
niable facts, and we need only 
turn our attention to the proceed- 
ings among them, to witness these 
things for ourselves. 

e have now before us an addi- 
tional proof of these remarks.— 
We allude to a communication 
inthe.merican Baptist Magazine, 
headed “ Arrangements of the 
Baptist Foreign Missions.” After 
stating that the Missionary spirit 
for some time past has been on the 
decline, the editor calls for renew 
ed exertions in the cause; and 
proceeds to give a statement of 
the “ Board of Missions at Wash- 
ington,” designed “ to remedy the 
evil.” It seems that the article 
was issued from the Baptist Theo- 
logical College at Washington, 
{D.C.) This institutionis of mo- 
dern date andinvention, and now in 
successful operation for “ training 
up young men for the ministry.” 

The Baptists at onc time thought 
as little of having an establish- 


the head men, or priests, have as- 
sumed titles of honour and dis- 
tinction, which are expressly for- 
bidden by Jesus Christ.

In order to 
make this society respectable and 
honourable in the sight of the 
world, and to enlist it under their 
banners, another great man is 
chosen officer, called the ‘“‘ Honour- 
able Heman Lyman of Boston.” 

But the climax appears to be 
the open violation of God’s law, 
viz. “* When thou doest thine alms, 
do not sound a_ trumpet before 
thee as the hypocrites, &c. But 
let not thy left hand know what 
thy right hand doeth.’”? Now we 
need only copy one resolution, to 
show that the Reverends and Doc- 
tors of Divinity, and Honourables 
have done hike the hypocrites, in 
breaking the holy injunction of our 
Lord in this respect also. It is as 
follows : 

“6, Resolved, That it shall be 
the duty of the Treasurer to com- 
municate to the Board monthly 
statements of the amount of re- 
ceipts into the treasury, and the 
objects to which they may be de- 
signated by the donors, when such 
designation shall be made, and that 
the same be published in the Lat- 
ter-day Luminary, and in the 
American Baptist Magazine.” 

Any further comment to show 
the spirit by which these men are 
actuated is deemed unnecessary.
